Pierrepont for Eagiand, Taft for The Peace of Eurepe Assured by the. 


Recent Conference 
Telegram to the Constitution. 

Pesta, May 71.—The Austrian dele- 
gation have been en in discussing 
the estimates of foreign offices. 

At the sitting yesterday Count An- 
drasy,in reply to the questions said: 

Iam now able to state that the peace 

of Europe will not be disturbed. The 
proposed reforms have been accepted by 
Europe and Turkey, and joyfully greet- 
ed by the insurgents, who now only de- 
sire guarantees for their execution. 
The present acticn of the powers isdi- 
rected towards the peaceful removal of 
obstacles peowenting the accomplish- 
ment of reforms. 
Count Apndrassy said he was person- 
ally convinced that England would join 
in the agreement when the purely pa- 
cificatory intentions of the 
powers became manifest. The 
result of the conference at Berlin 
was that the powers sett ng aside all 1n- 
dividual interest had resolyed to make 
tthe maintenance of Europe’s 
peace their guiding principle, and to 
confer together on each case as it might 
arise. The count declared that he 
would guarantee that no injury to Aus- 
tro-Hungarian interests would result 
from the conference. He repudiated 
the charges of Austrian connivance in 
insurrection, and opposed the idea of 
military occupation by Austria of the 
insurgent provinces. Austria, be said 
in conclusion, had no enemies, stood 
on the best terms with all foreign coun- 
tries, and might confidently anticipate 
that her efforts to defend peace would 
besuccessful.

The law makes the Governor's warrants 
necessary to the payment, and requires the 
Governor to keep in his office a record of 
the bond transactions.
